Is it attended w ith more deplorable re­ 
sults than In the case of agriculture. 


In feeding experiments conducted a 
short time ago by the Minnesota ex­ 
periment station scours In little pigs 
wn.» found due In very large measure 
to excessive and irregular feeding and 
to sodden changes in the food ration. 
Inasmuch as an ounce of prevention Is 
worth 11 pound of cure, tin* one new at 
hog raising might well keep the above 
facts in mind. 


H ow would It do to arouse the inter­ 
est of that bright, wide awake boy In 
the activities of the farm by buying 
him a pure bred sow at some sale this 
fall and allowing him to make what 
he can of the Increase hi her off­ 
spring? 
H ave him keep accurate ac­ 
count of the cost, of feed and core as 
well as of sales of pigs, letting hhn 
have for Ids own as a sum to start a 
bank account all he makes over and 
above the original investment and a 
reasonable rate of Interest. 
Such an 
experiment may prove an eye opener 
In more ways than one.

Jeeranking 
capacity of 150 tons each. 
The cool­ 
ing proc«»ss is a simple one. 
W hen 
the tw enty loaded cars of fruit have 
been run into the long cooling shed 
the car doors are unlocked and swung 
open and false doors equipped w ith 
canvas connections leading to a huge 
coil box of ammonia pipes are then 
adjust««!. 
The warm nir in the car is 
first drawn off by means of an Inter­ 
mittent 
valve 
through 
two 
canvas 
connections above the ice bunkers at 
the ends of tin* cars. 
The two fans 
which drive the air through the ducts 
and cars are each fen feet in diameter 
and deliver 50,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute. 
The coli box through which 
tin* air passes and is cooled is eighty 
feet long, thirty-two feet wide and 
contain« 80,000 feet of tw o inch pipe, 
with more than 12,000 ammonia joints 
The box is made of hollow blocks re­ 
enforced with steel and is made air 
tight with a coating of asphalt. 
The 
duct which delivers the air to the cars 
Is made of galvanized Iron, is sixty 
inches in diameter and 400 feet long. 
W hen the temperature of the cars has 
been reduced to about 38 degrees F., 
which is considered the idt'al tempera­ 
ture, the cars are iced and ready for 
shipment. 
The preceding of Pacific 
coast fruits in this manner w ill practi­ 
cally revolutionize the business, not 
only Improving immensely the quality 
of fruit shipped, but greatly increasing 
its consumption, 
A sim ilar plant has 
l)«*«*n built at Colton, Oal., for the pre­ 
ceding of the citrus fruits, and there 
Is little «juestlon thnt in a short lime 
like plants w ill be erected for the co d ­ 
ing of h*«s perishable fruirs—peaches, 
pears and apples 
In well known fruit 
sections in states to the north and 
east.

declared slain by her 
husband, Is alive and well and hiding 
among friends. 
The appeal court, in postponing sen­ 
tence until Nov. 23, did not express an 
opinion on the credibility of Tobin’s 
claim that Crippen was the victim of 
one of tlie most diabolical plans of re­ 
venge ever devised by woman or one 
of the actors in an advertising scheme. 
The court merely gave Crippen time 
to produce his wire if she is alive. 
Possibility

Fo r readers who have raised celery 
this y e a r'fo r the first time a sugges­ 
tion may be helpful along the line of 
storing it for w inter use. 
If tho va- 
riety is ¡in early maturing sort, like 
the Golden S«*lf Blanching, ¡ill that is 
needed to be done is to take tho plants 
up w ith plenty of root nnd pack them 
snugly in a box of sufficient size to ac­ 
commodate th«* amount to be stored. 
Unless the earth is quite moist- there 
should be a layer of it at the bottom 
of tin* box it is well to give it a thor­ 
ough sprinkling before the roots are 
set in 
In the case of later and !arg«*r 
varieties which have not bleached at 
¡ill at the time the plants are taken up 
the 
box 
in 
which they 
are stored 
should ho so arranged that the roots 
of tin* plants can be watered at inter- 
vals without wetting the tops. This Is 
best done by boring holes here and 
there in the bottom of the box and 
placing it in a tray of larger size in 
which water can be pouretl or. if tho 
floor of th«* storeroom 1» o.*»rtIi, in a de­ 
pression 
into 
which 
water can 
lie 
poured. In either case sufficient mois­ 
ture will Ik* absorbed by capillary at­ 
traction through th«* holes in the bot­ 
tom of the box to supply the plants. 
Pouring wafer on to the plants from 
abov«», as is usually done when they 
are growing in th^* open ground, tends 
to rot the top«. W e have tried wrap­ 
ping each stalk of celery well to the 
roots with pieces o f newspaper before 
putting away, but do not think it gives 
any 
better results than the use of 
clean straw or earth.
